CD32 sales have doubled twice in two 
weeks since Commodore's console was 
re-priced and put on sale for £249.99!

John Smith and Commodore Joint

of the CD32. 

"The CD32 has only been on 
sale at this price for two weeks," 
said John, "and I was delighted 
that sales doubled in the first 
week, but for them to do it 
again the week after is 
amazing."

Valhalla follows: good against evil, and the Prince's 
quest for justice against his father's murderer, his 
dastardly uncle, The Lord of Infinity. Despite the 
apparent lack of plot originality, Valhalla impresses 
the hell out of you right from the off, because the 
story doesn't unfold as scrolling text or pages of a 
book, but directly from the Prince's mouth. Oh, and 
from this moment on, vanquish the word 'unoriginal' 
from your minds completely. 

The user interface is the easiest I've come across. 

With only three functions - look, take/drop and use 


that you care to query. This isn't any old Gorf-like 
computer talk either - once Valhalla is loaded, you 
are talking to a very real small boy with the 
occasional Scots twang. 

OK, so you're dubious. You've played various 
adventures with differing degrees of enjoyment, and 
unfailingly you've been perplexed by the constant 
repetition; you choose a question, a text bubble 
appears, the character responds, you answer back, a 
text bubble appears, the character responds and it's 
exactly the same joke he made 10 minutes earlier 
when you were asking about something else 
altogether! The whole episode takes about two 
minutes - more if you don't have a hard drive - and 
you end up turning the game off and doing 
something less tedious instead, like watching Pebble 
Mill in black and white.

thing, but Vulcan have decided to give it a 
try too, and surprise surprise, after a dizzying 
couple of minutes fighting the urge to crane your 
neck and maintain balance, it works like a charm.

The 
levels (a maze of narrow passageways and 'treasure'- 
laden rooms) contain hundreds of... of... things, just 
waiting to be found. And as far as I can tell, 
absolutely nothing goes to waste. 

Beer’s off 

No matter where you find yourself, or how stuck 
you appear to be, there is always a way of opening 
another door or changing an amulet, and in all but 
the rarest of occasions the puzzles are largely 
logical. (Mouldy ale indeed!) 

The difficulty curve isn't that steep; It starts 
damn tricky and it bloody well stays that way 
throughout the game, and while the graphical style 
of the four levels does change somewhat, the task 
remains the same - basically, find stuff and use it. 

While we're on the subject of the levels, I feel 
compelled to heap yet another superlative on 
Valhalla, this time for the way in which it has been 
programmed. Each of the levels comes on a separate 


disk, and you can save as often as you like on each 
level, the last save simply being overwriten by the 
new one. We've been playing the game on a 600 
with a hard drive, and it takes about two seconds to 
save, and another two to reload. Seriously. Playing 
from disks it takes a fraction longer, and there is a 
very slight pause before speech, but everything 
simply whizzes along, there's no disk swapping 
during a level, and it's amazing to think that no- 
one's managed it before. 

And now to the 'we' bit I mentioned earlier. The 
fact is that while I'm writing this, Steve, Neil and 
Chicken are all arguing over what to do next in 
order to progress on level three. (We're playing it 
properly, despite passwords, which says something) 
It's almost five o'clock and with the exception of 
Chicken, who's been on the skive, it's been this way 
all day, all yesterday, and the best part of the day 
before. Valhalla has had the office at a virtual 
standstill for almost three days; we haven't been 
bored once and we're far from finished yet, and this 
is the best testament I could possibly come up with.

Everything in football games these days can be 
compared with an older game because every 
angle seems to have been covered already. All a 
programmer can do is strive to make his game 
more playable than the others. Graphical 
detail counts for little as there is only so 
much you can do with a big green field and 
some white poles. 

Noticeable by its absence is any 
mention whatsoever of the World Cup. All 
the teams are there and they all play for a 
doppleganger trophy but for legal reasons this 
is not the WC itself. Instead, the competition is 
the World Challenge. This also provides a good 
excuse to let England have a go, and consequently 
get knocked out (sorry Tel but it's not an overnight 
job is it?). 

Now I have my moments in Sensible Soccer. I 
can bend it round the best of them (so to speak) but 
when I first played this I got blasted off the field by 
Bahrain reserves until I assumed the form of the 
mighty Germany and actually got the ball in the net. 

The format is the same as the World Cup with 
each team taking their place in a group of four with 
three matches to play. The group winners go 
through into a knockout tournament from which the 
eventual winner appears. Should you be fortunate 
enough to be the last surviving team surviving at the 
end of the tournament then you 
will be shown an animated 








screen with your players lifting the trophy and you 
will be able to sleep soundly, sure in the knowledge 
that you've got pretty good at this game. 

As far as nice features and touches go, this 
offering is tightly packed with those too. Up to eight 
human players can take part in a competition or 
failing that the computer will happily take control of 
the other teams. In the Challenge, the game keeps 
track of booking and sendings off and dishes out 
suspension accordingly. Lose a couple of star players 
and your team could be weakened enough to 
provide a shock result. 

League leader? 

Gripe time. If I had to put my finger on one 
particular problem - and this is being picky for the 
sake of it - then I would have to highlight the way 
the game switches between player control when the 
opposition is on a run towards your goal. It is quite 
possible to have control flicked between two chasing 
players every second or so, vastly reducing any 
chance of catching up before a shot is taken. And 
this really is the only gripe. 

Sierra's Soccer game is a very polished product 
that enters the top three footy games at the moment 
in my opinion. I'm not a fan of Goal! but, along with 
Manchester United PLC and Sensi, this is right up 

there. At least 
they've had the 
bottle to try 
something a little 
bit different and for 
the most part I must 
say that this has 
paid off.

O riginally I was going to treat Empire Soccer 
as a kind of The Good, The Bad and The 
Ugly review. I intended to use three of 
today's top football stars - say Gary Lineker, Eric 
Cantona and Peter Beardsley (or maybe Ian Dowie) 
in the first person, and have them all interacting 
with each other. You know, each person bringing up 
equally valid points in various hilarious and 
stereotypical ways in order to get across the merits 
and failings of this, the latest in what will become a 
very long line of World Cup cash-ins. 

Unfortunately I can't. You see Eric Cantona 
would have been the only vociferous one, and the 
point would have been missed. So it's ever onwards 
in the old, accustomed fashion. 


Traditional mould 

Empire Soccer '94 is a World Cup game in the 
traditional mould. All 24 qualifiers are here of 
course, plus selected no-hopers - your Englands, 
Scotlands, Wales's, that kind of thing - and the idea, 
of course, is to leave the tournament one shiny piece 
of silverware to the good. If you are unhappy with 
the group you're in, a good old randomising option 
allows you to cheat like mad and make it easy, 
which is never a bad thing. 

Skill levels of the teams can be altered to, er, 
level matters up, and you can also choose Novice or 
Pro mode, Novice mode making the game generally 
easier to play. And, just to be different from Sensi or 


Man. Utd., Empire have opted for some big, 
chunky sprites. 

The thing is though, it's not very good. 
OK, according to the manual, there are dozens of 
special skills to choose from and master, and fair 
enough, the long, raking passes do look great when 
you find your man. There's only one pitch though. 


In the box 

The pitch is so small, that just one such pass can 
turn a goalmouth scramble into a scoring chance in 
the opposing six yard box. Hardly skilful, and while 
we're on the subject of the six yard box, it's worth 
noting that you never have sight of the goal until 
you reach it (the six yard box), meaning that, for the 
most part, goals are the result of hitting and hoping. 
Totally unforgivable, because goals, after all, are the 
be-all and end-all of footy. I'll leave it at that I think. 
There's more I could say, but you should have the 
gist by now and besides, this whole goal thing's got 
me down.

fe like our cock-ups here at Amiga Action 
and on the, ahem, rare occasions when we 
do make one we like to go for it in a big 
way. One such faux pas occurred last month 
due to a series of slapstick comedy 
events which I haven't time to go into 
and what can only be described as 
an 'internal misunderstanding'. 

Well, as a result of the 
aforementioned shenanigans 
we stated on numerous 
occassions that both this game 
and the original were 
programmed by the legendary 
Bitmap Brothers team, when in 
fact they had about as much to 
do with either as Paul has ever 
had to do with a well written 
review. We know not that these fine 
games were in fact programmed entirely 
in-house at MicroProse. 

Anyway, rest assured that the person responsible 
for the mistake has been publicly flogged, and I can 
guarantee that if we ever preview this game again in 
the future we definitely won't make the same 
mistake twice. 

Looking ahead 

Anyway, I must admit to quite looking forward to 
playing Impossible Mission, even though I have 
never actually played the original before in my life. I 
was going entirely off looks from last month's 
preview and more often than not that approach 
turns out to be a mistake and you are bitterly 
disappointed. I would be exaggerating if I was to say 
that in this case, but it is fair to say that the game 
didn't really live up to my expectations. 


When you consider what the game consists of, 
this isn't really a surprise. Anyone familiar with the 
original will realise that, while brilliant for its time, 
the technological limitations of the period seriously 
restrict its playability when put up against today's 
offerings and although it looks completely different, 
the only things that have really changed are the 
graphics and the size of each level. 

The levels have you running around a platform- 
based landscape searching for power-ups and, more 
importantly, pieces of a circuit that have become 
scattered around the surrounding area. The power- 
ups include extra lives, weapons and even a jet pack 
which allows you to scoot round those levels 
without the confines of gravity 
slowing you down. 

As for the circuit pieces, 
you don't just have to 
collect them. Once you 
have got them all, one of 
two things will happen. 
If you have discovered 
the auto-solve power- 
up, the pieces will be 
put together for you. If 
you have failed to 
uncover it, you will have 


The hero is certainly a 
frightening type 
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to piece it together yourself, and 
this is no easy task. When all the 
pieces are in the correct place 
you have to quickly head for the exit lift and make 
good your escape to the next level. 

Unfortunately, that's about it as far as gameplay 
goes. Oh, hang on a minute, that's not quite true. 
Also included are a number of sub-games which are 
accessed when you try to search some of the 
computer terminals that are dotted around the 
levels. Among these games within a game is a space 
invaders variant and a version of the game Simon, 
which calls for you to recall a sequence of musical 
notes in their correct order. 


Excitement 

These additions do help to liven up the gameplay a 
little, but not enough to raise the game to classic 
levels. It's not that Impossible mission 2025 isn't 
enjoyable to play, because it certainly is. It's just that 
when you have been playing for a while and have 
progressed through the levels, it all becomes much 
of a muchness and you find 
yourself searching around for 
something better to do. 

Nostalgia freaks will no doubt 
be ecstatic to learn that a pixel- 
perfect version of the original 
game has been included for your 
enjoyment. All it served to do for 
me though, never having seen the 
orginal, was to illustrate how 
overrated the original was. Then 
again, I am comparing it to 
today's games rather than those 
of yesteryear. 

The overwhelming problem

N ow I'm the first to admit - being a fan of the 
game - that Rugby League is a highly 
complex affair.

've had quite a while now to think of the best 
way to describe Benefactor, thanks to ail the time 
I've spent playing it, and I've decided that the 
best way to sum up this new game from Psygnosis is 
that it's like taking part in an episode of the Krypton 
Factor. An unlikely scenario at the best of times, I'll 
grant you that much. But bear with me.

There is a sort of plot to set 
the scene, but it's mainly just waffle 
involving this bloke (Ben E. Factor or 
whatever), travelling around the place whilst 
rescuing a number of Lemming-like creatures from 
adversity. Don't ask me why these characters are in 
trouble because I can't remember, but suffice to say 
that they are currently incarcerated behind locked 
doors which can only be opened by the Benefactor 
using the appropriate key in the locks. It may sound 
very simple and a bit of a yawn, but there's so much 
more to it than that. 


Ooh dear! 


The first thing that sprung into my mind when I 
loaded the game was something along the lines of 
"ooh dear!". This was entirely due to the tiny 
graphics and the few seconds it took me to identify 
the character I was supposed to be controlling. 
However, once I had located the hero sprite (decked 
out in a sort of green boiler suit), and begun to move 
him around the screen using the joystick, things 
became a lot clearer. 

I still wasn't won over as the Benefactor 
somersaulted over a Raiders of the Lost Ark-type 
rolling boulder and climbed his first ladder, but once 
I managed to pick up the key on the initial level, 
things began to take off for real. A Lemming

and began to leap up and down 
excitedly.

A few seconds of thought and work later I 
managed to pick up the 'Lemming' character and 
throw him up to the ledge above. Before I knew 
quite what was going on, the escapee proceeded to 
flick a switch, at which point a large pair of trainers 
fell at my feet from above.

An added dimension is provided by the inclusion 
of the grey-coated prisoners who, when you have 
released them, will just wander about aimlessly until 
you manage to paint their coats red with a handy 
pot of Dulux and a colouring machine.

O ur first step in this investigation was to 
enter various stores to evaluate the 
assistants, software/hardware range and 
their general attitude. 

So we spent some time loitering around the Amiga 
departments of four major computer games stores, 
waiting to be approached and asking all manner of 
weird and wild questions. The idea wasn't to rip into 
any particular shop or branch but to establish which 
retailer is best for you and your Amiga.

Within seconds of walking through the door I could 
see I was going to be approached.

I 
banked hard past a row of video cameras 
and gained a reprieve... for the time 
being at least. 

Making my way to the 
computer section I was rather 
disappointed to come across 
a solitary A1200 being 
used for demo purposes.

Dixons don't sell Amiga 
software or peripherals but they 
do sell hardware and lots of it.

1. When entering a new 
room, always take a good 
look around before 
attempting to move your 
Naughty One anywhere. 
You are seldom in trouble 
from the off, so try and 
work out the best route 
through a room first. If you 
are unduly worried about 
losing a life, press P to 
pause the game. Safety is 
always the best option. 


2. The most 
dangerous rooms 
(apart from the 
homes of the end of 
level guardians) are 
those that contain 
baddies which fly 
through the air. It is 
always the safest 
bet to dispose of 
these characters first 
before trying to 
cross the room. All 
the flying baddies 
follow a set pattern 
of movement, so a 
few seconds of 
study will allow you 
to pick them off. 
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3. It always pays to pick up 
the lightning bolt icons as 
these enable you to kill all 
baddies with just one shot 
(and that includes the end of 
level guardians). The 
question mark icons also 
come in very useful, making 
you invincible, powering up 
your weapon, or granting 
you an extra life.

Walk back up the alley and charge the 
camera at the diner.

Y ou arrive at the spaceport in search of 
credits to pay off your tax bill.

Pick up the two bits 
of vine and the stick, and move the straw to 
reveal a grating. 

Remove the grating and attach a piece of 
vine to it. Now use the stick and the other 
vine piece to make a grappling iron and then 
shoot the grapple over the chasm with the 
bow. 

After swinging across, feed the hot-dog to 
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the man-eating plant and swap your egg for 
the alien egg. Escape down the hole to the 
sewers which will lead you back to the 
station platform in East Eruk. To get the 
bonds you need, go to the bank of Negurgi 
and talk to the cashier about opening an 
account. Give the clerk the bag of coins. Now 


the cell using the device sent to you, talk to 
N'palm and move the mat on the floor. Next 
open the grating and go down. In the maze 
go south until you reach the exit in the NE 
corner of the screen. Out in the open. Use 
the device again to beam up the spaceship. 

Accepting the job of stealing a weapon 
from a mad dictator, you are transported 
aboard a space liner. Take the book and the 
flowers from the cabin and walk to the 
viewing deck. Give the loving couple the 


press the bell again and speak to the clerk 
once more. Use the gum on the door which 
will allow you to open it later. 

Past the door are some miscellaneous 
filing cabinets. With the screwdriver, open 
the cabinet and take the file with the bank 
account number. Use the screwdriver again 
to take the plans to the sewers. 

Use the map you now have to navigate 
the sewers to a point near the bank vault. To 
open the vault, drop the mushroom and let 
the fly out of the jar (obviously!). Once in the 
vault use the flour to find your way to the 
drawers on the right and then the bonds 
from the cabinet. 

Return to the mobster and 
hand over the statue, the egg 
and the bonds. 

Unfortunately, you get 
attacked and thrown in 
jail. After you escape from 
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flowers and steal the man's wallet from his 
back pocket. Take the credit card and the 
passport from the wallet. Go to the bar and 
use the credit card to buy a huge bottle of 
drink from the bar. 

At the spaceport tell the customs official 
that you are a tourist and get N'Palm to 
distract the woman nearby so you can pinch 
her coat. Walk east and enter the shop. Take 
the screwdriver and talk to the shopkeeper.

Go to the bar (yes - once again) and speak to 
the scientist. Take the love letter that he 
gives you. 

Go to the palace. The etiquette 
book contains the password "akimbo" 
to get past the guards. Once past, go 
behind the building on the left to the 
dog compound. Make a mouse using the 
screwdriver, mechanical whatnots and 
the fur coat and distract the dog with it. 
Climb the trellis and talk to the princess. 
After you've sweet-talked her with the Old 
Ladd charm, return to the bar and convince 


the scientist to give you the keys to his lab. 

N'Palm is still in the spaceport so ask him 
to get a guard's uniform. Next, pop along to 
the lab and enter using the uniform. Change 
into the uniform on the status screen.

Get inside and you'll 
be lifted into the 
shuttle. Leave the 


shuttle using the escape pod (on the right) and 
enter the fortress tower. Go up the stairs to 
the control room and speak to the Princess 
about a way into the vault. Up above in the 
crate room, move the crate that blocks the 
door and go through into the vault room. 

Unfortunately, the big crate is locked, so 
call N'Palm to help. He will throw you a 
crowbar.

Keith Smith, Millennium 
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The time for MysterX is near. Two 
lucky readers were invited to sample 
a Neil Axe training session, and I 
went along to see how they fared

F or the last few months, our illustrious "editor" 
Paul has spent many a long working hour on the 
phone to martial arts expert Neil Axe. These 
conversations have so far yielded three Amiga Action 
features and a competition, the prize for which 
consisted of a martial arts lesson given to 
the lucky reader and a friend by the 
great man himself.

Sniggers and guffaws echoed m 

around the office as we pictured a 
bruised and battered editor returning 
to work after his encounter with the 


creator of the MysterX character. 

Realising his unfortunate mistake, Paul hastily 
arranged a week's holiday in New York to coincide 
with his planned ordeal. "I've had this holiday 

booked for weeks!" he squealed unconvincingly. 
Yeah right. 

Anyway, suffice to say that I was 
ordered to fill the breach. So, after 
T- rousing myself from my comfy pit

school I used to do all sorts of martial arts, Ju-Jitsu, 
Karate and Judo. Ju-Jitsu was the best and I kept at it 
for about two years. More recently I did about a 
year's Aikido, which was very good but very 
difficult. The four years since then though I have got 
very lazy, and the Neil Axe session was an eye 
opener as to how much I'd actually forgotten." 


be aware of the other avenues to success which Neil 
is currently exploring. 

"Altogether, there are over a dozen different 
companies currently interested in the marketing and 
media side of MysterX," he said. "There is the 
possibility of some television work on the horizon, 
and negotiations are currently taking place with an 
American-based film company, although I'm not 
allowed to say too much about this at the moment. 
There are also plans for T-shirts, slippers and all the 
rest of the Turtles-type merchandising." 

One of the main reasons for my visit to 
Aylesbury - apart from seeing the competition 
winners put through their paces - was to see just 
how the MysterX game was progressing. Although it 
is currently in the early stages of development, 
Millennium's Keith Smith is happy with the way that 
things are progressing: 

"The most pleasing aspect about the 
development of MysterX at the moment is the fact 
that we have found what we feel to be the right 
engine for the game," he said. "Add to this the fact 
that Chris 'Daughters of the Serpent' Elliott is 
producing MysterX, and there is no doubt that we 
are going to end up with an extremely 
polished product." 


what I had expected. A door swung open and I was 
confronted by a small, low-ceilinged room with 
padded walls. At the far end of this chamber, the 
lucky MysterX competition winner, Wayne Ryder, 
and his friend, Connor, were being taken through 
their paces by members of the Axe Academy. My 
attention however was drawn to the two figures at 
the front of the room. The man I had come to see, 
Neil Axe, and his close friend and colleague, 
Michael, were involved in a one-on-one 
confrontation in unarmed combat. 


Wayne's friend, Connor, was equally enthusiastic: 
"I've done about two year's Taekwon-Do and 
actually competed in a championship, but this was 
the best training session I have ever done. In fact, 
I've asked Neil Axe for a copy of the exercise sheet, 
and I'm going to keep it up." 

So, two happy readers and one very impressed 
Amiga Action staff member later, it's time once 
again to take stock of the making of Myster X. 
Whether Neil Axe goes on to global success or not, 
there's no denying the fact that it won't be through 
lack of talent or trying. And as for the latest news 
and the first review of MysterX, you can rely on us 
to be there first. 


To say that their actions looked extremely fast and 
dangerous would be an understatement. Hands, feet 
and forearms were being flung in all directions by 
both men, but at no time did their good humour 
seem to disappear despite the blows which were 
raining down upon their unprotected bodies. Any 
thoughts which I had entertained of joining in the 
day's proceedings quickly disappeared over the 
horizon, as my cowardly streak came surging to the 
fore, and I stood mouth agape watching this 
exhibition of strength and agility. 

It was time to meet the great man himself, and 
while Wayne and Connor were taken through a 
number of basic combat moves by Michael, I took 
my chance and tentatively approached Neil Axe and 
introduced myself. 

Mentioning the fact that I thought the 
competition winners seemed to be enjoying 
themselves, I wondered whether Neil thought they 
showed any promise. 

"Well yeah, both the guys have got heart, and 
it's obvious that they've done a bit of martial arts 
training before," he said. "They've been at it for an 
hour now, and they've still got another two hours to 
go, so it's good that they've got a basic insight into 
what they're doing. Hopefully they'll gain something 
from today, and they've put their bodies and soul 
into it, that's the main thing." 


The next stage of the development 
process involved photographing the 
main characters who are to appear in 
the MysterX game as they posed for 
various still and action shots. Neil Axe 
sees this as possibly the most 
important part of the whole venture. 

"I believe in having as much of 
the content based upon fact as 
possible. I'm not a lover of the special 
moves in most beat 'em-ups. I 
agree that every game should 
have an element of fantasy to it, 
but martial artists spend so many 
years training that what they can 
do is pretty spectacular anyway." 

So, what did the two 
competition winners think?
